SAFETY SEAT BELTS 
RECOMMENDED BY 
SAFETY PATROL 


Mississippians are missing a 
good bet if they are not using 
seat belts when they drive. The 
1962 session of the Mississippi 
Legislature required all 1963 mo- 
del cars to have seat belts in- 
stalled. But, apparently, very few 
drivers use them. 

Recently the Mississippi High- 
way Safety Patrol has had several 
eases brought very sharply to 
attention that demonstrate the 
value of seat belts. In ony: case, 
a driver was run off the toad by 
another car and crashed into a 
tree. The man involved in tthe 
wrecked car credits the seat belt 
with saving his life. Had it not 
been for the seat belt he would 
have been thrown into the wind- 
shield and probably fatally in- 
jured. 

Research groups, industry, mil- 
‘tary and aviation groups have 
all tried and proven the effective- 
ness of the use of seat belt; in 
ease of accident. The Air Force 
conducted one of the most dra- 
matic series of tests ever, when 
they demons:rated, by the use 
af a rocket sled, that a seat belt 
can help the human body with- 
stand a force of two tons with- 
out serious injury. Industry stu- 
dies have shown that the use of 
seat belts is responsible for 
four fifths less fatalities in ac- 
cidents and two thirds fewer in- 
juries. These facts should point 
np the advisability of using seat 
belts regularly. The driver that 
uses belts when he drives is a 
safer driver.

Farms with a total feed grain 
base of 25 acres or less can still 
put all the acres in the program 
at the high rate of payment. 

In writing the provisions of the 
'64 feed grain program, much 
thought was given to ways in 
which it might cushion any loss 
otherwise sustained by those farm- 
ers who also grow wheat. At the 
same time, it was necessary for 
the feed grain program to continue 
the progress already made under 
the previous program.

WATERWAY COULD 
REDUCE COSTS OF 
LIVESTOCK FEEDING 


STATE COLLEGE - Research on 
the proposed Tennessee-Tombig- 
bee Waterway‘ indicates this pro- 
ject could have a favorable effect 
on agriculture by reducing trans- 
portation costs in 27 Mississippi 
counties along the state's eastern 
boundaries. 

Results of an Experiment Sta- 
tion study have been reported by 
Robert G. Brooks of the Agricul- 
tural Economies Department. De- 
velopment of this waterway, Mr. 
Brooks says, is likely to reduce 
procurement costs of Mid-west 
grain in some Mississippi points 
by as much as 6.5 to 146 cents 
per bushel. 

These savings on grain could re- 
duce broiler production costs by 
at least two-thirds of a cent per 
bird and bgef cattle feeding costs 
by as much as $1.56 per 100 pounds 
of gain in the area affected. 
Opening this waterway would al- 
so make possible 5 to 6 cents per 
bushel savings in transporting soy- 
beans from northeast Mississippi 
points to Gulf ports for export. 

"The extent of the. effects of 
the waterway will depend pri- 
marily upon the actual rate struc- 
ture which develops for it,” ac. 
cording to Mr. Brooks. “On the 
other hand, it is logical to ex- 
pect that the opening of the water-
